side o f his atto rney . 
He is dressed in s 
plain black su it, the same that he had be ­ 
fo re he was arrested. 
He has a neat, w» 
ni ght say , tidy appearance, and. taking 
him all-in-all, is abo u t the last perso n in 
all that cro wded co u rt ro o m that .a s i m m ­ 
er wo u ld select fo r a mu rder, were it no t 
perhaps fo r the sad, earnest, au x io u * lo o k 
that co nstantly stam ps his ev ery featu re 
a t all times. 
W hen a ridicu lo u s reply is 
m ade by a ju ry m an in answ er to ciu es 
tio ns by the atto rney s, that no w and then 
start a ripple o f mirth in the au dience 
ev en then a smile is rarely seen u po n his 
face. 
Perhaps the fact that the repealed

Under the Bo urbo ns it

Under Najjo leo n the Great it 
thro ve. 
Under the resto red kings it made 
its po wer felt 
Under Napo leo n the Little it 
held its place. 
But under the republic it has 
perished. 
Fo rever? 
Who kno ws? There 
was a time when every day saw wo men o f 
lieauty, rank, and wit entertain men o f 
po wer in po lities, literature, and art. It was 
the fashio n. 
But that time is no mo re. 
THE I.AST QUKKN OF THE HALON. 
Mme. Adam was the last queen o f the 
salo n. 
But her salo n was o nly a gho st o f 
tho se that had go ne befo re. 
And even it 
has « lo w passed away. 
Y et “ J uliette Lain- 
ber” was no mean successo r to the famo us 
wo men o f earlier generatio ns. 
Why did her 
salo n, after so bright a Itegiiming, fail so 
utterly? largely, I fancy, because it was 
to o practical; to o much in earnest. 
The 
Frenchman will be wise o r witty so lo ng as 
it is merely fo r amusement. 
Make a busi- 
new o f it, ami he shuns it as the plague. 
And Mme. Adam’s salo n had the latter 
fault to an excess. 
It was, indeed, a po liti­ 
cal emplo yment aureau. 
Men were invited 
to co me there and exhibit their intellectual 
qualities befo re ministers and statesmen, 
with the o bject o f getting appo inted to o f­ 
fice. 
Diplo mats met there to wo rm secrets 
o ut o f each o ther. 
Naturally cliques w e e 
fo rmed. J ealo usies engendered, and the salo n 
went to wreck. 
But there is a mo re fundamental reaso n 
fo r the disappearance o f the salo n. 
It is 
this. 
To siicced a salo n must be in sympa 
thy with the go vernment, and the fashio ua 
Lie wo men o f Paris do no t appro ve o f the 
republic.

MATKIHON1AL EXCHANGE GATHERINGS. 
Indeed, French so ciety has itself under­ 
go ne a ^co mplete revo lutio n. 
The aver­ 
age so cial gathering in Paris to -day is o ne 
o f three things: the meeting o f the clique, a 
matrimo nial exchange, o r a display o f new- 
go t wealth. 
Republican 
so ciety 
co ined 
almo st exclusively under the latter head, 
Fo r years |wwt the go vernment has been a 
mere spo ils-gathering machine. The prim­ 
ary functio ns o f ministers has linen to man­ 
ipulate the I » o urse and get rich. 
Mo st, o f 
these men leave co me fro m the class« un­ 
kno wn to the o ld aristo cracy. 
Bo they have 
to intro duce themselves to the fashio nable 
id. 
They do so by a lavish display o f 
th. 
Their bank acco unts are their o nly 
credentiiUs. 
I have o ften seen rich Americans o f hum­ 
ble o rigin ridiculed fo r putting o il vulgar 
•1rs. 
But at their wo rst they never co uld 
hav e equaled the illiterate o stentatio n o f the« 
upstarts o f Paris. 
The mo st rabid red rad 
leal here, gro wn rich, invents a “ o o atro f- 
arm s” and a genealo gy, and strives to o utdo 
his neighbo r in gaudino sN and extravagance.
